New York—Euacked by all Jewlsh
natlonal organization in the United
Btates, Isidore Hershfield, a director
of the Hebrew Sheltering and lmml-
granl Afd society, will leave Thurs-
day onthe Iyndam for The Hague.

There, with ample funds and a
stafl of experts, ©e will organize o
great - ceutral burea uln aatieipation
of a vast influx of Jews to the Unit-
cd States at the close of the war.
He and his aids have all the neceg:,
sary oldicial sanction from the gov:
ernment and, from Lthe govurnnwutl

The first object of the burcan will
be 1o get In touch wllh e 1,500,-
000 Jews: w!m #peady, are. witljout
‘petmaticht honies.. 'I‘;u-:w will he nut
in  communleation with:  relativeu
and friends in the United States.

The second objeet of the burean
is to find out 'how many Jews are
likely 10 emigrate to Amerlea in {ho
likely to emigrate to Amecrlea in the
nexl year, so that  intelligent prep
arationg may be made here for denl.
